East Jordan City Administra- 
tor Carolyn Sutter announced in 
her annual budget report the city 
has an extra $202,000 to work 
with in the 1996-97 fiscal year. 

The city has a total budget of 
$1.23 million. 

Attributing the extra dollars to 
spending below the city’s means 
last year, Sutter commented, 
“East Jordan’s general fund can 
be said to be in good condition if 
the criteria used is whether the 
city is spending beyond its 
means. 

“For the next year, the general 
fund has a higher balance and 
more activity scheduled than in 
the recent past because of the 
addition of those unexpended 
funds to normal annual rev- 
enues,”’ she said. “The invested 
funds, afterend-of-year account- 
ing and of the transition period, 
will still amount to more than 
$400,000.” 

But Sutter said the city will 
have plenty of expenses during 
the fiscal period, which begins 
July 1, 1996 and ends June 30, 
1997 for the first time. The old 
reckoning of the fiscal year went 
from April to March. 

“The city, established near the 
last turn of the century has a lot

of hundred-year-old infrastruc- 
ture, much of which needs re- 
placement,” she said. “This even 
includes the trees on streets of 
the older parts of the city, which 
are dying of old age and must be 
removed and replaced. Tree trim- 
ming and replacement are sig- 
nificant items in the budget over 
the next 15 months.” 

Sutter said $65,000 in federal 
money set aside for rural streets 
has been taken by the state, so 
Main Street repaving slated for 
next year will now fall under 
work financed by the Downtown 
Development Authority. 

“Work will begin with the en- 
larging of the water pipe under 
the street. With funds available, 
over this spring and next year 
several streets will be paved,” 
she said. “Some of these will be 
in conjunction with the construc- 
tion of the new middle school.” 

Sutter added if the state in- 
creases the gas tax for local roads 
after the November elections, the 
city willreceive additional funds 
for road work which would be 
incorporated in the 1997-98 bud- 
get. 

“One fund that is inadequate 
for current needs is the sewer 
fund. There is no money this 
year for construction to com- 
plete service to all of the city,” 
she said. “There is some money

Through the Eyes of a Mail 
Carrier — Archie Howe 
Part I 


I am stepping into Charlevoix 
County to pick up my subject for 
this week. 

Although Archie Howe is not 
actually a resident of our town- 
ship, he has had a definite part in 
the daily life of this district for 
many years. For 35 years he has 
had the opportunity of observing 
and taking part ina good many of 
the trends of our changing times. 

In 1924, when, for reasons of 
his health, Mr. Howe and family 
moved from their farm home inta 
East Jordan, he took over the 
Rural Route 5. This route had 
only been established since 1907 
and in those 17 years it had al- 
ready changed carriers four times. 
Walter Davis had covered the 
route for the three preceding 


years, and when he was trans- | 


neat ae 


ferred to the post office, Mr. 
Howe was hired to fill his place. 

Route 5 in 1921 consisted of 
12.5 miles of road which was 
remarkable only for its degree of 
“badness.” There was gravel and 
deep sand. 

The road went uphill and down 
with U-turns and switch-backs. 
Of course there were occasional 
stretches of swampy land and the 
road there bumped along over a 
corduroy bottom. 

His faithful team, Dick and 
Bud, were more friends than ser- 
vants to Mr. Howe, especially in 
the winter, when storms and bad 
weather often kept him on the 
road from before daylight to 4 
p.m. : 

There was one especially bad 
time that left a clear-cut memory 
for Archie; and that was the bad 
storm that hit on Feh. 21, 1922. 

It caught him at Charlevoix 
and he had some difficulty get- 
ting back home. It didn’t matter 
though, as far as mail was con- 
cerned, for no train got through 
for 10 days. 

When it did get through, the 
mail piled up like an avalanche. 
For 24 hours the post office staff 
was shut in sorting and organiz-

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ing the outgoing mails. 

Even that did not finish the job, 
for they did not put the final pile 
of sorted mail aside till two weeks 
later. On the first day of April, 
one month and 10 days later, the 
D&C train finally got through. 

I remember one such wait in 
1918. A crucial time in the war 
arena for our soldiers over there. 
Ihave very clear memories of my 
father walking the floor trying to 
imagine what was happening. 
How much a radio would have 
meant to us then! 

Other things I remember con- 
cern the breaking up of the heavy 
ice-crusted roads. All the men in 
the neighborhood got together. 

Using discs, drags and rollers 
pulled by teams that frothed at 
the mouth, they waded belly-deep 
through ice-crusted snow. As 
they worked, the ice and snow 
fell to one side stained pink with 
blood where the ice had cut their 
legs as they broke through the 
surface. 

With this experience in mind, I 
can picture the difficulty Mr. 
Howe faced when, with his sleigh 
loaded to capacity, he started out 
with Dick and Bud to cover his 
route of 25 miles of country roads.

The days of horse-drawn mail 
delivery were not all hardships 
though. There were many times 
when the leisurely trip along the 
country roads was a pleasure. 

For one who was raised on a 
farm, each season had a special 
meaning and each crop that ad- 
joined the road was noted. 

There were even some amus- 
ing incidents that linger with the 
more serious ones. At least they 
are amusing in retrospect, al- 
though one could not be sure at 
the time if it would be amusing or 
tragic. 

Like the thing that happened 
one day up in the Vance district. 
Mr. Vance’s dairy bull got loose 
and was standing in the middle of 
the road disputing the right of 
way. 

There was a little excitement 
when the horses became spooked 
and Mr. Howe had all he could 
do to hold them. Mr. Vance’s 
dog saved the day, however, by 
coming out and chasing the an- 
gry bull back where he belonged. 

There are several people that 
have a special place in Archie’s 
memories of those old days. One 
of them was Tom Bartholomew. 

He often invited Archie in to 


get warm by his fire. He would 
give him hot coffee and lunch. 

Another friend in need was 
John Carney. Mr. Carney was 
situated on a very bad piece of 
road, and he often got out early 
and cleared the roads for Mr. 
Howe, saving much time and 
trouble getting through. 

These friends in need were 
friends indeed! 

This, then, is what carrying the 
mail was like during the first 10 
years of Archie’s service here. 
There are still many interesting 
things to be told. [hope you will 
read about them next week.

Secard was well-known to 
many local residents and to pa- 
trons of the museum for his con- 
tributions to area history. Pardee 
said Secard obtained much of his 
historical information from his 
mother, who wrote for a Grand 
Rapids newspaper. 

“The museum suffers since 
George left,” she said. “He was 
always there. He was always 
willing to lend a hand, and he 
was very dedicated.” 

Pardee has written about the 
Temple Theater, which bumed 
down in the mid-1950s. She be- 
gan working at the theater at age 
16. 

“The editors are going to make 
the choices of photos, and they’re 
going to try to have a photo with 
every story ... We’ve had a lot 
more material (contributed) than 
what is ultimately going to be in 
the book,” said Pardee. ““We’ve 
had an overwhelming amount of 
interest.” 

The extra material will not go 
to waste, however. Pardee said 
everything will be on display at 
the museum, located in East Jor- 
dan on Elm Point, on M-66. 


Editors are currently at work 
reviewing the material for accu- 
racy before publication. Pardee 
noted the book has three excel- 
lent editors lending a hand to the 
task — Jody Malpass Clark of 
Traverse City, Dave Knight, who 
is with Harper House of Boyne 
City, and Joan Sheridan Hoover, 
who works for a Lake Orion pub- 
lishing firm. 

“The book is going to be won- 
derful — the editors have done a 
great job, and we have all the 
expertise,” she said. 

Another local author included 
in the book is East Jordan Area 
Chamber Executive Director 
Mary Faculak. She noted all three 
editors are donating their ser- 
vices. 

Faculak wrote about the first 
“Belle of the Blizzard,” Eva 
Healey, who was crowned in 
1936. 

“This was special to me be- 
cause Eva is a great friend to me, 
and she was the very first,” said 
Faculak. “She crowned her suc- 
cessor 55 years later,” 

The pageant is now held annu- 
ally at the Sno-Blast Festival. 
Faculak said the book will be a 
real boost for East Jordan. 

“It’s just been a pleasure to be 
a part of it, and as far as the 
support from the community, it’s 
been overwhelming,” she said. 
“It’s just a fine example of East 
Jordan community pride.”

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Christian fife and drum corps seeks members 


Fife, drum and flute players 
who love fun, friendship and 
18th-century music may want to 
contact the Northen Michigan 
Christian Fife and Drum Corps. 

“Our objective is two-fold,” 
said spokesman David Kraus. 
“The first will be to play 18th- 
century fife and drum music with 
emphasis on Christian selections; 
and our second goal is Christian 
fellowship. 

“Another area of interest will 
be singing early American hymns 
and Psalms accompanied by pe- 
riod instruments. To accomplish 
our objectives we will be using 
fifes and 18th-century reproduc- 
tion rope-tension snare drums 
made by Cooperman.” 

Kraus explained early Ameri- 


can marching music consisted 
mainly of fife and drum units up 
until the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury, but it was during the 18th 
century when fife and drumcorps 
were most popular. 

“This is the time period I am 
most interested in,” he said. “If 
fifers and drummers were mem- 
bers of a military unit, they would 
also have been accompanied by a 
color guard, which is a group of 
peoplecarrying arms and the flags 
of their respective units.” 

The fife is a high-pitched flute, 
shorter in length and withoutkeys. 
It is usually. made of wood but 
there are some beginner models 
which are made of plastic. Fifes, 
unlike drums, have changed very 
little over the years. 


The snare drums of the 18th 
century, which were also called 
side drums, used a natural gut 
snare. The tension of the drum- 
heads was adjusted by ropes and 
leather ears on the side of the 
drum ~— which probably sounds 
primitive to today’s drummers. 

“Tf you play the fife, flute or 
drum and would like to be part of 
the music group or the color 
guard, and carry a flag or period 
rifle, we will be ‘getting it to- 
gether’ now for this summer,” 
Kraus said. “You must be 14 or 
older (18th-century regula- 
tions).”

The Owl Nebula flies high in 
Michigan’s April night skies, 
. passing almost straight above us 
by the middle of the evening, 
says University of Michigan as- 
tronomer Richard Teske. It ‘is 
located just below the bottom of 
the Big Dipper’s bowl, nestled 
next to the southernmost of the 
two stars that form the Dipper’s 
lip. 

“The Owl is a luminous globe 
of rarefied gases 10 light-years 
across that was formed by a dy- 
mg star,” Teske said. “At the 
globe’s center, a feeble star-like 
object glitters — all that remains 
of the star’s innermost core.” 

Amateur astronomers know the 
Owl Nebula well. Viewed witha 


telescope, the nebula appears 
smoothly round with two large 
dark vacancies that give the 
nebula a striking resemblance to 
an owl’s face. An observer com- 
paring it with the full moon would 
find the Owl Nebula to be about 
one-tenth of the full moon’s 
width, but much fainter than the 
rnoon. 

The Owl is one of the largest 
examples of a common object 
astronomers call a ‘Planetary 
nebula.” The term is misleading, 
for these objects have nothing to 
do with planets at all,” Teske 
explained. The objects were 
named by early observers who 
thought their round, luminescent 
shapes resembled telescopic 


views of known planets in our 
solar system. 

“Today we know that planetary 
nebulae are light-years-wide 
globes of bright gas. Almost 
{,000 nebulae have been discov- 
ered in the volume of space 
around and near our sun,” Teske 
said. Astronomers estimate there 
may be 50 times as many remain- 
ing to be discovered in our Milky 
Way galaxy. 

According to Teske, a Star 
reaches the end of its life when 
no more thermonuclear fuel re- 
mains in its deepest interior. Stars 
like our sun and those heavier 
than the sun undergo a final ther- 
monuclear spasm just before this 
end state is reached. During this 


last stage the star’s outer layers 
are propelled gently into space, 
revealing the hot, intensely bril- 
liant core of the now expiring 
sun. 

Once they are launched upon 
their final journey, the gaseous 
layers remain visible for only a 
short time. 

The ejected gases recede at 
about one million miles a day, 
Teske said, growing more and 
more tenuous and dim until they 
dissipate into space and fade from 
view, perhaps after 50,000 years. 

Apparently this final eventisn’t 
always a smooth one that pro- 
ducesan expanding, perfect globe 
of gas. The blank spots in the 
“eyes” of the Ow! Nebula re-

mind us that complicated forces, 
which astronomers don’t yet un- 
derstand, are at work during the 
ejection stages. The notion js 
supported by nicknames of other 
planetary nebulae — the Hour- 
glass, the Dumbbell, the Helix 
and the Clown. 

The visible edges of the Ow! 
Nebula have now reached five 
light-years from the star core left 
behind at its center. 

The nebula is already one of 
the largest and faintest of plan- 
etary nebulae. It will fade and 
disappear from view in perhaps 
another 10,000 years. The com- 
pact star core will fade much 
more slowly, taking a few billion 
years to blacken and cool.

Recipes designed in the kitchen of Debbie Chappuies, 
with East Jordan cooks in mind 


How was your Easter dinner? We had a wonderful day with 
family, good friends and lots of food. I love making a large 
meal as it gives me the opportunity to experiment with 
several new recipes. There were two in particular that every- 
one really enjoyed, so I would like to share them with you. 


CARROTS IN 
ORANGE SAUCE 


1 lb. carrots, 1/2 Cup unsalted butter 
peeled and coursely grated Salt & pepper to taste 
Dash of nutmeg Grated zest & juice of 1 navel 


orange 
Saute carrots and orange zest in butter over high heat for 2 minutes, 
tossing often. Add orange juice and cook until liquid is almost ab- 
sorbed, about 2 minutes. Add seasonings and serve. 4-6 servings. (If 
you don’t own a zester, use a vegetable scraper and lightly scrape the 
rind of the orange using care not to grate into the white ‘stuff.’) 


GLAZED EGG BUNS 


1/4 Cup butter 1/4 tsp. mace 

1 Cup milk 2 envelopes dry yeast ; 
°1/2 Cup sugar 1/4 Cup warm water 

1 tsp. salt 4-4 1/2 Cups all-pur- 
’ 4 egg yolks, beaten pose flour 


Combine butter, milk, sugar, salt and mace. Heat until butter melts 
and milk is scalded. Cool to lukewarm. Dissolve yeast in warm water; 
add to cooled mixture. Stir in 2 cups of flour to make a smooth batter. 
Add beaten egg yolks and remaining flour. Do not knead. Put ina large 
oiled bowl; turning once to coat the top. Cover with a damp cloth and 
let rise until doubled, about 11/2 to 2 hours. Punch down. Place ona 
lightly floured board and knead lightly 8-10 times. Shape into a ball; 
cover and let stand 15 minutes. Pinch or cut off dough according to size 
bun desired. Shape each piece into a ball with fingers. Place ona 
greased baking sheet and flatten. Let rise 20 minutes. Bake at 400° for 10 
minutes. Mix glaze ingredients and beat until foamy. Brush buns with 
glaze; bake 3 minutes more. (20 buns) 

GLAZE: 1 egg white, 1 Tbl. water & 1 tsp. sugar.

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Ebenezer Christian students tour maple syrup farm 


It was a “sweet” afternoon. 

Ebenezer Christian School stu- 
dents in grades three to five vis- 
ited the Wagbo Peace Center 
(East Jordan) April 9 to learn 
how tree sap gets tured into 
syrup. 

Along the way, students and 
adult teachers and chaperones 
were treated to a horse-drawn 
wagon ride through the fields and 
got free samples of the end prod- 
uct. 

Rick Meisterheim, co-director 
of the Wagbo Peace Center with 
his wife Tracy, showed the chil- 
dren some of the 2,000 tree taps 
on the property. The sap is grav- 
ity-fed through tubing to an in- 
termediate collection station. 

Although most area residents 
are anxious for spring, last week’s 
cooler-than-normal temperatures 
provided perfect conditions to 
keep the sap running. 

“We're probably the only ones 
hoping this weather will con- 
tinue,” said Tracy.

From that point, the sap is 
pumped about half a mile to the 
“sugar house,” set up adjacent to 
the main building. There, the sap 
is boiled over a wood-buming 
fire until it’s nearly finished. — 

From there, it’s transferred to 
a gas-fired finisher evaporator 
until it reaches the proper den- 
sity to be legally labeled as syrup. 
The Meisterheims use ahydrom- 
eter to test the syrup in the fin- 
isher. 

Tracy explained the Wagbo 
Peace Center has been produc- 
ing maple syrup since its doors 
opened in 1993, as a spring in- 
come-producer. As of April 9, 
the Meisterheims had collected 
about 225 gallons and were hop- 
ing for up to 500 gallons before 
the season closes. 

Maple syrup lovers can buy 
the product on site, or receive a 
complimentary small serving 
with their breakfast pancakes at 
the Round Table restaurant in 
East Jordan.

National sportsman’s survey conducted 


The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice is asking hunters, anglers, 
and other wildlife enthusiasts to 
participate in the 1996 National 
Survey of Fishing, Hunting, and 
Wildlife-Associated Recreation. 
The survey will begin this month. 

This survey isundertaken about 
every five years and paid for with 
funds from the Federal Aid in 
Wildlife Restoration and Federal 
Aid in Sportfish Restoration pro- 
grams. It provides the only na- 
tional statistical data available 
related to participation and ex- 
penditures on hunting, fishing, 
birdwatching, and other wildlife- 
related recreation. As such, it is 
an indispensable resource for 
wildlife officials, journalists, cor- 
porations, conservation groups 
and others with an interest in 
wildlife.

They say you never forgethow 
to ride a bike. That may be true, 
but statistics show children may 
forget how to do it safely. 

And that’s where parents come 
in, now that bicycle are taking 
over for skis.and ice skates as the 
thing to do. 

Bike riding can be dangerous 
when precautions are not ob- 
served — or forgotten. 


In 1994, the last year for which 


statistics are available, 17 bicy- 
clists under age 15 died state- 
wide, 59 percent of the 29 bike 
deaths recorded in Michigan that 
year. In the same time-frame, 
1,338 bicyclists 15 and under 
suffered injuries. Nationally, 
more than 500,000 children an- 
nually go to hospital emergency 
rooms or doctors’ offices with 
bicycle injuries.

Driving costs 


are up for 1996 


The average motorist who 
drives anew car 15,000 miles 
in 1996 will spend $204 more 
to do so than jast year, AAA 
Michigan reports. 

the average annual expense 
for driving those miles is 
$6,389 — or 42.6 cents a mile, 
up 1.4 cents from 1995. The 
largest contributor to this 3.3 
percent increase in driving 
costs is vehicle depreciation, 
up $97. That alone accounts 
for 48 percent of the total cost 
increase. 

Increased costs for finances, 
licenses, insurance, registra- 
tion and taxes account for the 
remainder. Operating costs 
such as fuel, oil, tires and 
maintenance are unchanged 
from a year ago. 

Driving expenses are ex- 
plained in a AAA booklet, 
“Your Driving Costs — 1996,” 
which uses a composite na- 
tional average of three domes- 
tically built 1996 cars — a sub- 
compact Ford Escort LX, a 
mid-size Ford Taurus GL and 
a full-size Chevrolet Caprice 
— to compile cost data. Cost 
estimates are spread over a 
four-year, 60,000-mile own- 
ership period. 

The booklet also features a 
section titled, “Business 
Travel” It outlines three pri- 
mary methods businesses em- 
ploy to reimburse employees 
for their use of personal ve- 
hicles.

The Supreme Court’s recent 
unanimous decision concerning 
age discrimination made it clear 
that federal laws may apply if 


businesses fire employees over 


40 years old and replace them 
with significantly younger em- 
ployees, even if the new employ- 
ees are over 40. 

“In today’s global economy, 
employers are increasingly faced 
with the need to reduce costs to 
remain competitive,” said Michi- 
gan Department of Civil Rights 
Director Nanette Lee Reynolds. 
Employers need to be careful 
that the actions taken to reduce 
these costs do not violate the 
rights of older Americans who 
occupy jobs that are targeted for 


cost savings.” 

In Michigan, the Elliott-Larsen 
Civil Rights Act protects per- 
sons of all ages by prohibiting 
discrimination on the basis of 
age in the areas of employment 
education, housing, public ac- 
commodation and public service.

possible resources in their area, 
such as area offices on aging, 
social service agencies, private 
organizations and legal assis- 
tance. 

A complaint may also be filed 
at any of the department’s re- 
gional centers or satellite offices, 


if the alleged discrimination has 
occurred within the past 180 
days. Complainis are assigned to 
afield representative for investi- 
gation and attempts are made to 
resolve the issue in private dis- 
cussion. If these attempts fail, 
and sufficient grounds are found 
to credit the claimant’s allega- 


tions, the department issues a 
formal charge and sets a format 
public hearing date. After the 
hearing, the Civil Rights Com- 
mission has authority to issue an 
order either dismissing the com- 
plaint or directing that remedial 
action be taken by the respon-
